to an unprecedented victory in the 
congressional elections. 


After two years is was obviously 


beginning to slow up and to decline 
in popular favor.

Today the New Deal is fighting for

Deporting-' from this chronology of 


public opinion, it must be said thai 
no one can yet accurately weigh the 
relative importance of the New Deal's 
failures and achievements. The Roose- 
velt regime stands damned by con- 
servatives as too radical and by radi- 
cals as too conservative.

Opposition of 
business and financial interests, in- 
numerable compromises, lack of good 
administrators, gross bungling of the 
NRA program, failures to foresee how 
important measures would work out, 
conflicts of advisers within the ad- J 
ministratoin, frequent triumphs of sor- j 
did politics over common honesty and 
some smashing Supreme Court ma- 
jority opinions have produced a pic- 
ture whic htoday rouses more skepti- 
cism than enthusiasm. The New Deal- 
el's hoped to save the capitalistic sys- 
tem from destruction and from repe- 
tition of the post-1929 depression by 
amputating some of its worst, most 
self-destructive features. Few of them 
feel they have succeeded in making 
the system safe for democracy as dis- 
tinguished from fascism and social- 
ism. 
Mild liberals of the Tugwell and 


Frankfurter types, though still retain- 
ed as advisers by Roosevelt, are an- 
athema to large groups. 


Th<; New Deal's biggest flop has 


been in it.s failure to reduce, unem- 
ployment and restore purchasing pow- 
er. For this the New Dealers primar- 
ily blame industrialists and financiers 
who have insisted on retaining the 
economic notions of the Old Deal and 
secondarily the misinterpretation and 
maladministration of NRA by Gen- 
eral Hugh Johnson, who followed 
those notions instead of pressing for 
a program of increased production at 
lower prices which would necessarily 
involve sharing profits with workers 
in wages and with consumers through 
the lower prices. The business men 
insist, however, that New Deal "med- 
dling" and spending have retarded 
business recovery and increased em- 
ployment.

Senator Byrd Revives It 


After Roosevelt's 


Message

WASHINGTON. - President Roose- 


velt's loiiR-nwiiitixl lax message to 
congress, in which ho recommended 
sweeping changes and revivsitm In 
present policies, prompted members 
of congress to dust off his message on 
the same subject delivered last June. 


A rceommendiitipn ho made then 


promises to figure'prominently in all 
discussions as to wnys and means of 
supplying the huge sum demanded 
by the President in the prcnest in- 
stance.

mended "submission und ratification 
of a constitutional amendment, where- 
by the federal government will be per- 
mitted to tax the income on (subse- 
quently issued state and local securi- 
ties and likewise for the taxation by 
state and local governments of future 
issues of federal securities."

the move to tax government securities 
Is the soft-spoken, 
smiling Senator 


Byrd.of Virginia. Already chairman 
of. a senate committee studying reor- 
ganization of the governme'nt-with the 
view,to either co-ordinating or abol- 
ishing agencies and bureaus, Byrd is 
prepared to lead the fight.

rooLs. 


Insects must be controlled. 
The 


most effective material to use for in- 
sects which cat the leaves, or are 
located above ground, is a pyrothrum 
dust or liquid spray. Pyrethrum is not 
poisonous to human beings.

Water in'the 
soil is necessary to dissolve the nu- 
trients and make them available for 
plant use. 
Without moisture plants 


cannot grow. 


Mulching the garden soil is recom- 


' mended. A mulch is nothing more 


than a covering over the ground. It 
may consist of straw manure, salt hay. 
reed 'grass, or even paper. 


The mulch allows moisture to reach 


the plants during rainstorms and re- 
tards exaporation. It will discourage 
weeds and keep tomatoes, peppers, and 
eggplants clean. Create)' yields can 
be expected from mulched plants. 


Harvest peas, beans, and ather crops 


before they, become top old and lose 
their good quality. After harvesting 
the peas and beans, spade under the 
tops. 1 he.se tops provide organis-ma- 
terial for the soil. A few days later, 
seeds or plants of a fall crop may be 
planted. 


The gardener who has especially 


high-producing plants of tomatoes, 
eggplants, peppers, or other garden 
crop should save .some of the seed, as 
improved strains of varieties arc often 
obtained in this way. 


The fall garden is as important, as. 


the spring garden, especially for root 


crops which may be stored (hiring the 
winter either in the outdoor pit or in 
the storage cellar. 


Have a compost box four feet square 


and about four feel high, made of 
planks. During the year, grass clip- 
pings, leaves and other rubbish from 
the garden may bn thrown into this
